MCHITECTURAL DESCRIPTION

Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This 1 1/2-story^ 4x3 bay house-and-a-half (or 3/4 house) Cape Cod dwelling 
has been expanded to the rear with a long ell added in 2 parts* The first 
(now a dining room) was built in the third quarter of the nineteenth century. 
The second, now a kitchen, was erected at the turn of the century. The bay 
window on the NE elevation was added between 1888 and 1927. Detail is limited 
to end boards and a very shallow, boxed plain cornice. Fenestration consists 
of 6/6, double-hung sash with plain trim; 2/2 sash is utilized on the second 
story. The off-center entry is comprised of a 6-panel door with plain trim* 
The chimney of the main block is set off center on the ridge line is 
a replacement. A secondary chimney is centered on the rear ell. 

A modified shed stands northwest of the house. It appears to be an early 
twentieth-century structure to which a cross gable incorporating residential 
space has been ^dded.

Nauset Road was a local loop off King's Highway in the north of Eastham built 
during the Federal Period. By the end of the 1700 's, a windmill was located 
at the west shore of Salt Pond. That mill may be the one moved to Easthaun 
Center. On the 1831 map of Eastham, another windmill is indicated further 
north on the west side of Nauset Road. These structures indicate a developed 
agricultural presence at the southern end of Nauset Road. By 1831, a small 
hamlet was in place at the junction of Nauset Road and King's Highway which 
included at least one commercial establishment. A school was also located in 
the neighborhood just south of the windmill. The windmill, which had been run 
by Isaiah Gill and Freemen Horton, was out of operation and dismantled 
by 1865. 

According to research performed by a former owner, Laurence T. Bliss, 
440 Nauset Road was built between 1768 and 1799 by Joshua Doane. It is one of 
several Doane houses built along the northern end of Nauset Marsh. By 1828, 
Randall (also Randol) Doane owned the house and on July 12, 1836, sold half 
interests to both Noah Doane and to Joel Brewer (Bk. 323 Pg's. 143 and 395). 
The site appears to be occupied on the 1831 Hales map and is flanked by two 
other buildings. Noah was lost at sea and his interest was transferred to 
Russell Doane, who in 1856 sold to Joel Brewer. It was probably Brewer who 
added the dining room ell sometime ir^h^jnid nineteenth century. The 1858 
Walling map, however, does not indicate any one named Brewer in the vicinity. 
The 1880 Walker map shows J. Brewer as resident. Brewer retained his 
full interest in the property until his death in 1879 or 1880. His wife 
Thankful Brewer subsequently gained ownership which was inherited in 1886 by 
Suzie M. (Baker) Herrick, as the only surviving family member.

It was probably 
Clark who add^ the kitchen ell in approximately 1890* Clark was listed in 
the 1901 resident directory as a farmer and was also a selectman. He is 
listed as a farmer in the 1907 county map. He retained the property until 
1927 when it was purchased by Antone P. Escobar who sold in 1940 to 
Guy B. St .John. I

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE b y Mark Verkennis 

Additional information is needed to evaluate the significance of the Doane Brewer House. Although the 
inventory form indicates the property is one of the oldest examples of a 3/4 Cape Cod house in Eastham, 
additional information is needed to assess Its Integrity. Photographic documentation showing tiie long rear ell (ca. 
1 850 - 1 875, and ca. 1 900), and the bay window on the northeast elevation would be useful, along with any 
other building alterations or additions, and their dates.
